Soviet Balloon 


Aseends 12%4 


Miles Into the Stratosphere 


(Special to the Daily Worker) 

MOSCOW, US.S.R., Jans 30, (By 
Cable)—Manned by three intrepid 
airmen, the Soviet balloon “Ossoavi- 
akhim,” early this morning soared 
hag feet, or slightly over 12% miles 
into th 2 stratosphere, reaching the 
greatest “height ever attained by man. 

The bit stratosphere balloon left the 
ground at 9:07 am. (2:15 am. New 
York Time) at Kuntzevo, just out- 
side of Moscow, and rose rapidly at 
the rate of 12 feet per second, carried 
over Moscow by a slight northwest 
breeze. Two hours and 38 minutes 
after leaving the ground, Commander 
Pavel nko by radio 
telephone that the craft had r ed 
the height of 20,600 meters or 12.77 
miles. 

The huge envelope of the balloon, 
with a capacity for 24,900 cubic 
meter of hydrozen, as well as all 
other parts of the stratosephere, were 
built entirely of Sovict materials.

As Trial Reaches 
Dramatic Climax 
Workers Must Pack 


Courtroom If Jobless 
Leader Is To Go Free 


NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—The trial of 
George Powers, charged with “incit- 
ing to riot” when he led an unem- 

loyed demonstration in City Hall in 
April, 1932, came to a dramatic 
climax today when Joégeph Tauber, 
I. L. D. attorney for Powers, and As- 
sistant District Attorney Panger 
made their summations before the 
jury in General Sessions Court. 

Tauber reviewed the many contra- 
dictions made by witnesses of the 
prosecution during the course of the 
trial and brought out the fact that 
this case is one of a political nature 
and not criminal. He vividly de- 
picted the police brutality and provo- 
cative methods employed by the po- 
lice at the time of the demonstra- 
tion. Tauber’s summation was cor- 
roborated by the testimony of many 
witnesses who were at the scene of 

23 cemonssration. He vontemiently at- 
tacked all police claims that Powers 
was outside of his rights when he 
desired to present a petition to the 
Mayor. ‘Tauber, here, quoted from 
the constitution on the right to as- 
semble and petition. The Tammany 
administration was castigated by 
Tauber on not replying to telegrams 
and letters sent by the Unemployed 
Council, asking for the right to pre- 
| sent these tions. 
| District Attorney Panger, in his 
|address to the jury, centered his at- 
, tack on Powers around the fact that 
‘he is @ Communist. He called all 
| Communists “intolerable,” and lik- 
ened Powers to a match set to gun- 
‘powder which when ignited can ex- 
plode the masses into an “uncon- 
rollabie fury.” Panger also asserted 
‘het Powers is a “pro’essicns! rte 
tator,” and that he makes his living 
by “fooling the unsuspecting work- 
ers.” 

Powers is the Organizer of the In- 
dependent Sheet Metal Workers’ 
Union and was a candidate for 
President of the Borough of Queens 
|on the Communist Party ticket. In 
/1932, he was the candidate on the 
Communist Party ticket for Chief 
Justice of the Court of Appeals of 
|New York State. He is a charter 
member of the Communist Party.

1,200 Yonkers CWA 
Men Get Pay Cut on 


| Hook Mountain Job 


Have Many Grievances 
on Work Conditions 
on Job 


YONKERS, N. Y., Jan. 30.—Be- 
tween 1,100 and_1,200 C.W.A. workers, 
living in Yonkers, are employed at 
the Piermont and Hook Mountain C. 
W. A. projects. 

The job originally called for 30 
hours work at wages of $18 a week. 
With the recent Roosevelt wage cuts, 
this has been cut to $12 a week. Act- 
ually, the men put in an 11-hour day. 

Every work day the workers are 
forced to come down to the ferry, 
regardiess of the weather conditions. 
If it is raining, the men are told to 
go back home. When the job was 
first opened, the men were prom- 
ised pay on rainy days. Actually, 
however, it was only after a struggle 
that the workers were permitted to 
make up the day at the end of the 
week, 

Formerly the workers were forced 
to go to the city garage on Fridays 
for their pay. .By sticking together 
the men won their demand that they 
be paid on the job. 

Yonkers workers, together ~with all 
C.W.A. workers in the , have 
been given a wage cut by Roose- 
velt’s orders. Now, Roosevelt in- 
tends to abandon the entire C.W.A. 
program, Beginning Feb. 15, it ts 
planned to fire half a million C.W.A. 
workers each week by a gradual 
“tapering off” process. Yonkers work- 
ers should take the stand of other 
C.W.A. workers by refusing to leave 
the job when laid off, demanding that 
wage-cuts be restored when being 
paid off, and demonstrating before 
the C.W.A. offices for the continua- 
tion and enlargement of the C.W.A.

On July 18, 1922, this A. F. of 
L. crook was sentenced to three 
years in the penitentiary. His at- 
torneys pleaded mercy on the 
ground that he was the victim of 
conditions which obtained in labor 
organizations at that time. Gov. Al 
Smith pardoned him on July 15 be. 
cause, as the governor claimed, his 
family was in “dire need.” 

Broach and the other racketeers 
immediately: hailed him back into 
the union and gave him his old job. 
So much for capitalist justice as 
meted out to the big fellows. 

Let us turn the light onto the 
Lockwood Committee investigation, 
and see the rotten grafting it ex- 
posed with regards to Hogan and 
other A. F. of L. officers. 

The gPeatest bulk of the $26,000 
stolen by Hogan came from permit 
fees taken at the rate of $2.50 a 
week from workers denied admission 
into the uhion. 

The money taken from these 
workers, journeymen and helpers, 
|was just thrown into the till and

| There was no system of accounting 
‘used, and no effort was made to 
number permit cards to enable a 
later check. Not a dollar of this 
|money ever found its way into the 
aan treasury, nor was it accounted 
or. 

Hogan used two bank accounts, 
the investigation revealed, in addi- 
tion to the several accounts of the

Hogan pleaded he didn’t know 
what he was doing when he pocketed 
thousands of dollars that should 
have gone to the bereaved families 
of former union members, 

James Smith, a member of the 
union, died on October 21, 1918, leav- 
ing a crippled poverty-stricken 
widow. By some peculiar method, 
Hogan had managed to have him- 
self appointed beneficiary before 
Smith died, without his wife know- 
ing of it. He paid her as a result,
